The shippers of this country have organized and conducted their busi- 
ness upon the basis of prevailing rates, and have continued to pay those 
rates, notwithstanding the existing serious business depression. „ 

The carriers now propose, in the teeth of the present universal busi- 
ness impairment, to put acute additional burden upon the business interests 
of this country, and this calls for immediate protest and opposition. 

The carriers arbitrarily, and without conference with or hearing the 
shippers, are attempting to do what will still further disorganize and injure 


Whenever the railroad commissions of the various states have under 
taken to lower freight rates, the carriers have asserted their constitutional 
right to go into court and attack those reductions, if deemed by them un- 
reasonable. The time has come when the shippers for self-protection are 
compelled to resort to the same remedy as the carriers have invoked for 


BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS: 

1. That the carriers in official classification territory be notified 
that the shippers represented by this conference vigorously object to 
the carriers putting into effect the proposed increase in freight rates, 
and then leaving to the shippers to thereafter complain and litigate—a _ 
course which will involve years of controversy, and during which time 

the increased rates will continue operative. 

2. The shippers represented by this conference now propose to 
the carriers that the carriers submit to the interstate commerce com- 
mission the ‘propriety and reasonableness of the proposed increase, and 
that such increase be held in abeyance until that tribunal has heard 
the parties in interest and has passed upon the question. But the ship- 
pers object to the carriers putting into effect the increased rates and 
then leaving to future determination as to whether such increase is rea-

this conference, through a committee of action to be by it appointed,

Mr. Barlow then outlined the general situa- - 
tion, While he was speaking Warren J, 
Lynch, passenger traffic. manager of the 
New York Central lines west, and C. F.

Advanced Rates; Then a Melon. 

„Despite all figures showing the opposite, 
there has been a general advance in rates 
during the last eight years.“ said Mr. Barlow. 
„We are told that advanced rates probably 
will bring prosperity. I never learned that 
at school. When our shippers want pros- 
perity have they got to go to the railroads 
and ask them to raise the rates? 

“We are up against a condition never 
reached before. Under the present rates it 
is Impossible for some roads to haul business 
enough to pay their operating expenses, 
interest on bonds, and stock interest. They 
say we must increase the rates. Suppose we 
do. What will they do with the 15 per cent 
earnings? Capitalize it!“

explained the legal methods of fighting the 
advance, chief of which, he declared, is to 
use every effort for the passage of the amend- 
ment to the Hepburn act pending before 
congress. The amendment is known as the 
Fulton bill. The second remedy, he said, 
is to apply for injunctions in the federal! 
courts, for which action there are prece- 
éents. 

“In these days of fiercest -husiness com- 
petition, the increase of 10 per cent in a 
freight rate may mean success or failure in 
business. The damage which shippers cuf- 
fer from unjust freight rates is not the mere 
difference between a reasonable and unrea- 
sonable rate. The putting into effect of an 
unjust rate, in addition to the damage 
caused by the payment of therate itself, may 
cause business ruin. 5 

“Shall the shipper. when notice is given 
that the carrier intends to put into effect an 
unjust rate, which the shipper knows will 
seriously damage or destroy his business, sit 
still? Must the shipper let the rate go into 
effect and then complain to the interstate 
commerce commission, which, after several 
years, may decide the rate to be reasonable 
or unreasonable? And then after the com- 
mission shall have sustained the complaint 
the carrier has the right to litigate anew in 
the federal courts. and such litigation will 
consume between two and three years. 


Mockery of Justice. 


“Tf the shipper 16 finally successful in his 
contention, five years or more will have 
passed and then he may enforce the award 
of such damages as the commission may 
allow. But neither the commission nor the 
law will permit him to recover damages 
arising from the ruination of his business. 
All that will be allowed him will be the excess 
paid by him over and above a reasonable 
rate. Such a remedy is a mockery on justice. 

“For many years the shippers enjoyed a 
mere travesty on pretended legal protec- 
tion against the constantly advancing freight 
rates. 

There was no tried method of prevent- 
ing so winreasonable and destructive a re- 
sult. Thus the initiative in regard to the 
increase in rates not always has been, but 
in the nature of things must be, with the 
carrier. During all this time the carriers, in 
endless instances, when state commissions 
undertook to decrease rates, went into court 
and secured preventive injunctions. 


Judge Kohlsaat Enjoins Advance. 

The carriers maintained the right to pre- 
vent decreases, but resisted the right to pre- 
vent increases. Such was the unreasonable 
and unjust state of the law until a few 
months ago, when Judge Kohlsaat, in the 
United States Circuit court here, at the suit 
of the creamery companies of this country, 
entered a restraining order preventing a 
threatened. 100 per cent increase in freight 
rates from! taking effect, pending a hearing 
by the interstate commerce commission. 

“The courts once having taken this for- 
ward step and entered an order entirely con- 
sistent. with right and equity, other judges 
soon followed and the result has been that 
in various points in the country other judges 
are now entering similar orders. There is 
therefore now available to the judges of this 
country a judicial remedy which, though 
costly and troublesome, is nevertheless thor- 
oughly adequate and efficient. 

A far more desirable and advantageous 
remedy is that which is proposed in the bill 
now pending before congress which under- 
takes to give to the interstate commerce com- 
mi the power to hear and determine in 
advance whether the proposed increase in 
rates shall become operative.” 


New Yorker Causes Surprise. 

The reading of nearly a hundred telegrams 
and letters of protest at the advance pro- 
posed by the railroads from shippers and 
manufacturers all over the country fol- 
lowed. Then Irving T. Bush of the Mer- 
chants’ association of New York caused a 
sensation by defending the railroads. Mr. 
Bush pleaded for the safety of the invest- 
ing public” and spoke of the effect such 
drastic action would have in financial circles. 

“ The whole kernel of the problem lies in 
the effect upon the investing public. he said. 
The investing public is beginning to show 
activity, to believe that legislative action 
has run its course. We believe that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to go to the 
railroads and take up the matter fairly and 


squarely.”

His argu- 
ment was in the form of a letter to W. T. 8. 
White, a produce dealer of Ghicago. | 

The letter in part follows: 


W. C. Brown’s Argument. 

“In the last eighteen months, by reason 
of increased wages, enforced by the threat 
of a general strike, the pay rolle of the 
railroads of the United States have been 
increased approximately $100,000,000 a year. 

The only possible manner in which this 
burden can be placed where it belongs, and 
where the framers of the bill intended it 
should rest—upon, the whole community 
is by an increase in rates by the carriers 
commensurate with the new burden imposed. 
For the government to impose this addi- 
tional expense upon the transportation in- 
terests without permitting such increase in 
rates would mean bankruptcy for many 
railroads and great injustice for all. 

“The railroad rates in the United States 
for the last thirty years have shown almost 
a continuous and uniform reduction. The 
average rate a ton a mile on all classes 
of commodities shows a reduction of between 
38 and 40 per cent since 1882; and, at the 
same time, the average wages paid to rail- 
road employés, and the average cost of al- 
most every class of material that railroads 
buy has increased from 50 to 100 per cent. 
Now, in order to pay fixed charges and op- 
erating expenses, with even a moderate re- 
turn to shareholders, there must either be 
a moderate increase in freight rates or a 
substantial: reduction in the wages of rall- 
road employés. 


Easiest to Raise Rates. 


“With the sympathy and codperation of 
the business interests of the country the 
former plan can be made effective without 
the slightest injury to any department of 
business activity. 

The latter plan could only become effec- 
tive at the end of a conflict with organized 
labor, universal, prolonged, and which would 
cost the business interests of the nation ten 
times the amount involved in any possible 
increase in freight rates. 

“The credit of the railroads has been in- 
jured largely by the growing and well found- 
ed conviction on the part of the investing 
public that on the present besis of cost of 
operation and compensation for service ren- 
dered, the permanent payment of interest 
on bonds, to say nothing of a fair return 
upon tHe money invested by shareholders, is 
extremely uncertain. 

The effect of a moderate increase in rail- 
road rates, accepted by the public and ap- 
proved by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, in restoring confidence in railway in- 
vestment, would do more to put in motion 
the wheels of industry and start the coun- 
try upon a new era of prosperity than any- 
thing else that could possibly be done. 

“If the result of such an increase shall 
have the effect, as I believe it will have, of 
giving employment to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of railroad men who are out of work; 
of returning to the factories and mills that 
manufacture locomotives, freight, and pas- 
senger equipment the thousands of men who 
have been forced into idleness; if it will re- 
turn to steady, well paid employment the 
thousands of idle miners and employés of 
the great rolling milis, every individual citi- 
zen can well afford to accept his share of the 
burden.”’ 


Complains of New York Central 

In the afternoon the meeting was thrown 
open to general discussion while the resolu- 
tions committee busied itself in another 
room. George Dietrich; representing the 
Rochester chamber of commerce, started the 
ball rolling when he said: 

The New York Central for twenty years 
has failed to do anything or the shippers. 
At times it has shown a disposition to do 
something fdr our benefit, but we have 
learned that the classes of rates only have 


been juggled, and that in the general effect 


the rates were raised. One of our big ship- 
pers went to an official of the road asking for 
protection. The official had promised to do 


nothing about rates without consulting with 


the shippers. Thie shipper was told that the 
railroad did not know arything about his 
business and did not know what it was going 
to do in the matter of rates. 

At that instant, as the visitor looked over 
the desk of the railroad official he saw a 
letter in which it was stated that the rail- 
road was considering at that time raising the 
rate to this shipper. «I tell you the roads are 
thoroughly organized. They have with them 
certain alleged interests.

Mr: Barlow wanted to know whether both 
sides would remain bound by the decision of 
the Interstate commerce commission. 

There is nothing to bind both sides,“ enid 
Mr. Mayer. ‘If the railroads repudiate the 
action of the tribunal the shippers can af- 
ford to let the railroads stand before the 
country as repudiators.“ 

The resolutions then were adopted and Mr. 
Upham declared the conference adjourned.

Explains Grounds for Action. 


Attorney General Stead, in explaining the 
grounds for e suits and how the state 
treasurers and auditors came to secure these 
moneys, said: 

“Prior to 1869 there were several acts of 
the legislature that permitted municipalities 
of the state to register their bonds with the 
the state auditor. The law specified that the 
auditor should see the assessment was made 
in the municipality which registered its 
bonds, and that a tax levy was made 
against this assessment sufficiently large 
to meet the bonds and the interest.

ADDS $50 TO YEAR'S WAGE. 


President Schneider's Plan for John 
- Worthy Boys Adopted. 


Public school teachers who have complied 
with the requirements of the board of edu- 
cation for promotion will receive an ad- 
vance of $50 a year in salary as the result of 
& recommendation of the superintendent, 
concurred in by the school management com- 
mittee yesterday. One thousand teachers 
will benefit at once from the decision, It is 
expected that next month about 800 more 
will be passed to the higher grade of pay. 

It was agreed that the increase should be 
s teacher from the time that the 
required course ot study was completed: 
According to this a large number of teachers 
are now entitled to the higher rate of pay for 
several months past and the difference in the 
amount will be paid next month. 

The grammar grade teachers are now re- 
e¢iving 890 a month These will receive 308. 
The elementary school teachers, who now re- 
ceive §87.50 a month, will be raised to $02.50. 
The action will be official after the indorse- 
ment of the board, which is expected at its 
next meeting. 

Assistant Superintendent Megan said that 
the amount paid this year as a result of 
the teachers qualifying for promotion in 
the salary schedule will be about $35,000. 


Approve John Worthy School Plans. 
President Schneider's plans for radical 
changes at the John Worthy school were 
approved unanimously and authorised by 
both’ the school management and the bulld- 
ings and grounds committees. The official 
recommendations were made by Mr. Schnei- 
der and Trustee Gartz as a subcommittee. 
The changes authorized include the ap- 
pointment of six family officers "—all men 
to have charge of the boys in family 
groups from morning to night, the erection 
of a temporary building to house new work- 
shops and a gymnasium, and the turning over 
to the boys of a six acre garden tract to be 
farmed entirely by the pupils. 
All these changes will be made at once. 
“TI expect to have the boys at work in the 
garden by next. Thursday,“ said President 
Schneider. The inmates of the bridewell 
will begin work on the brick shell of the new 
building within a week or two.“ 


Tells of German Prejudice. 
There is a prejudice in Germany against 
American English, according to Dr. Alfred 
D. Kohn, member of the school management 
committee, who explained some of the dif- 
culties American teachers will have in the 
proposed exchange of teachers between the 
United States and Germany. 
A proposition from Germany for the ex- 
change of a limited number of teachers be- 
tween the two countries for mutual benefit 
in the study of German in the American 
schools and English in the German schools, 
has been under consideration by the board 
for several weeks.

The committee recom- 
mended that Chicago teachers be informed 
that, if they desire to go to Germany to 
teach, they will be given leave of absence 
without salary.

CAR MEN ASSAIL PETITION. 


File Demurrers in the Seceders’ In- 
junction Proceedings. 


Wage negotiations between the truck driv- 
ers’ union and the Team Owners’ agsociation 
have reached a critical stage. Theetrike vote 
recently taken by the truck drivers was ap- 
proved yesterday by International President 
Daniel Tobin of thé United Brotherhood of 
Teamsters. who arrived in Chicago from In- 
dianapolis and took charge of the situation.

Others who spoke declared most of the 
grade crossings of the road west of.Fifty- 
second avenue dangerous. This condition 
exists because of a failure of the company 
to elevate its tracks and the nearness of 
the retaining wall of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad. 


Resolutions Adopted. 

The resolutions set forth in part: 
“ Whereas, The transportation facilities 
‘furnished by the Chicago and Oak Park Ele- 
vated railroad have become wholly inade- 
quate for its patronage and instead of in- 
creasing its train service it has actually re- 
duced the number of its trains, and, \ 

‘’ Whereas, The people of Austin have lost 
all patience with the tactics of the manage- 
ment, now, therefore, be it 

„Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
Austin Public Policy club that it act with 
the aldermen of the Thirty-fifth ward to the

Loop Trains to Evanston Today. 
The Beanston extension of the North west- 
ern Elevated railroad will begin its service 
today. Ten cents will be the fare from any 
station in Evanston to anywhere on the loop. 
The first train will start at 11:30 o’clock 
this morning. It will contain officials of the 
road and invited guests. At noon the first 
regular trein will leave Evanston, and after 
that hour trains will run out of the north 
Shore town and from Wilson avenue north- 
ward on a ten minute schedule. 

For the present the running time to the 
loop will be forty-five minutes, of which 
fifteen or twenty minutes will be taken up 
between Central street, Evanston, and Wil- 
son avenue, the old terminus. For that dis- 
tance the trains will be run as locals. The 
remainder of the distance to the loop the 
trains will run on express schedule. The 
management intends to change the schedule 
to an all express in the near future.

In the new arrangement of service the WII- 
son avenue and Ravenswood branches will 
have the fast service only during the rush 
hours.

Tells Kindergarten Mothers’ Club En- 
vironment Leads to Crime. 


“Society should lay a restraining hand on 
the propagation of undésirable citizens,” 
paid Miss Alice Glendon. of Oak Park yes- 
terday before a session of the Kindergarten 
Mothers’ club while speaking on The 
Rights of Children.” n e 

“This is Dut right,” she continued, be- 
cause society must bear the consequences of 
such propagation. The family is the insti- 
tution whose end ia to secure the reproduc- 
tion of the person. 

The child's absolute right is to have a fair 
start and society’s absolute right is to have 
every member a help and not a hindrance. 

If parents produce children with proper 
physical, mental and moral endowments, and 
if they can provide means for the deVelop- 
ment of these qualities they are entitled to 
the lasting gratitude of the child and of so- 
ciety. 

Many homes are producing dwarfed 
human beings who are handicapped before 
they reach the world. It is to be deplored 
that society allow such conditions to exist. 
There are many good members of society 
who feel the need of more children. If it is 
quantity society must see toit that they come 
to us from sound parents. 

Another Duty for Society. 

The second right of childhood is sufficient 
and proper clothing. If it is necessary for 
the good of scciety that the poor produce a 
large quota of our population, then society 
should grant ample systematic assistance. 

It should be arranged that no mother of 
Uttle ones should go out to labor to earn a 
living. If she has performed a sacred obli- 
gation in giving to the world the best she has 
to offer, society in turn should render the as- 
sistance necessary to enable her to stay at 
home and care for her children. 

“One-half the crime that exists in the 
glums is a result of neglected childhood, and 
a large per ceent of the other half is the result 
of inherited tendencies. 

It ts as essential a duty to prevent crime 
as to punish it, and children should be trained 
in trades and professiens that will call forth 
their natural endowment. 

Should Be in School. . 
“What an awful wrong exists when thou- 
sands of children are forced out of school 
to earn their bread. Such a condition lowers 
the standard of civilization. 

“The child at 14 should be in school. The 
child labor movement must hand in hand 
with compulsory education, and this will 
never be accomplished until society helps the 
poor to maintain thelr children. 

“Society could meet the demande more 
satisfactorily and with less expense than it 
can conduct reforms and jails.’’

They postponed action on the selection of a 
temporary chairman for the convention.

The committeemen authorised 
Chairman New to call the full committee to- 
gether for the hearing of contests at what- 
ever date he decides upon. Mr. New will 
wait until all the delegate credentials have 
been received in order that all the contests 
may be known. 

It is estimated that there will be contests 
from eighty districts and seven states, in- 
volving 188 delegates in all. To hear these 
cases will require about two weeks, and it is 
practically certain that the committee will 
be in session by June 2. 


Portraits Barred from Hall. 

The arrangements decided on include a 
multitude of details.

BERLIN, May 16.—Among the advisers of 
the Prussian ministry of education consulted 
regarding an exchange of teachers between 
the United States and Germany was Alois 
Brandt, professor of English language at 
Berlin university and president of the Ger- 
man Shakspeare society. 

When in America as the German repre 
sentative at the Franklin celebration, Prof, 
Brandt says he listened to speeches by thirty- 
five Americans from all parts of the union, 
and of the thirty-five the one who used the 
most un-English was Andrew Carnegie. 

Prof. Brandt believes the American twang 
is rapidly dying out. He says the average 
American is being educated into a conscious- 
ness of his accent and is beginning to erad- 
icate it. 

His official report declares the average 
American teacher’s English is as good as the 
average Dnglieh teachers. He says English 
is as well spoken generally in America as in 
England.

Evans’ record eorre- 
sponded with that of the Bertilion expert 
from Michigan City penitentiary, and Cor- 
oner Mack consented to allow the body to 
be taken to the cemetery. 


Plans Made in Haste.

August Johnson were secured and he agreed 
to read the Swedish burial service. The 
undertaker's assistants were summoned by 
telephone and the authorities of the ceme- 
tery were notified.

David S. Cowles Terms Manufac- 
ture Unprofitable in the 
Last Few Years. 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—[Special.J— 
David 8. Cowles, testifying before the eelect 
committee of the house investigating the 
paper trust, made an attack on the news- 
papers of the United States today. Mr. 
Cowles, who is the head of many paper man- 
wfacturing companies, declared that certain 
and several newspapers had threatened con- 
gressmen with political extermination if they 
opposed the demands of the publishers in 
the present controversy. 

Chairman Mann promptly sat down upon 
Mr. Cowles’ charges. He said he (Mann) 
never had been threatened thus, that the 
representatives were in the best position to 
know of such action, and that Mr. Cowles 
ghould confine himself to the presentation ; of 
facts bearing on his side of the case. 

. Cowles testified that the re 

nt r had been unprofitable during 
of print singe three years. A levy of export 
duty on wood pulp by Canada, he declared, 
Would in a comparatively short time ruin 
American manufacturers. He denied the 
alleged agreement between Canadian and 
American paper makers. 

George C. Sherman, treasurer of the St. 
Regis Manufacturing company, asserted that 
gince 1902 the cost of making paper has in- 
~~"ereased 35 cents a hundred 22 He said 
there had been increases in wages at the 
mill of his concern. 


Publishers Win Wage Cohtention. 


From the point of view of the newepaper 
Publishers the most significant development 
of today’s session was the introduction of a 
telegram from the J. R. Booth Paper com- 
pany at Ottawa, Canada, stating that the 
company pays some of its skilled laborers 
higher wages than are paid in this country. 

Publishers say this information goes far 
to bear out their claim that the statement 
of the wood pulp men that an increase in the 
price of paper was owing chiefly to conces- 
gions to labor is not in accord with the facts. 


Denies Canada-American, Pact. 


Mr. Cowles, who is president of the Ameri- 
ean Paper and Pulp association, president of 
W. H. Parsons & Co., vice president of the 
Bowdoin Paper Manufacturing company.

It is a question of 
give and take between the two separate 
nations and the proceedings of the conference 
committee are identical with those of @ con- 
ference between powers. The senate cannot 
coerce the house, and. one member of the 
house conference cannot go over to the senate 
and thus create a majority. 


Democrats Have Little Chance. 


The result is that in practice the three re- 
publicans in the house treat priv ately with 
the three republicans of the senate.

‘Washington, D. C., May 15.—[ Special. }— 
Once me the ‘immigration question has 
forged to the front as a disturbing factor in 
the relations. between the United States and 
Japan. In spite of an agreement reached 
months ago with the Japanese government 
under which the latter pledged itself to step 
emigration of laborers to the United States, 
the number of such entering this country 
continues large. It ‘is understood that the 
president has addressed a strong remon- 
strance to Japan, but the-state department 
declines to make any statement. 

Regret is expressed in official circles at the 
failure of Japan to arrest the flow of its 
laborers to the United States. To prevent 
the passage of an exclusion act directed 
against Japanese and Corean laborers the 
president induced congress last year to in- 
corporate in the Immigration jaw a provision 
requiring him to refuse to grant admission 
to persons unprovided se passports ffom 
the country of their origi The president 
stated he Was satisfied that passports issued 
by Japan to visit. Mexico, Canada, and Ha- 
wall were being used to enable the holders to 
enter the United States and ruc Aan that all 
such persons be excluded. 


“Official” ‘Decrease Shown. 


Although it was understood that this action 
was approved by Japan, the latter failed to 
restrict emigration to this country. It be- 
came necessary for the state department to 
address several .remonstrances to Japan, 
pointing out that there was no perceptible 
decrease in the number of laborers coming 
to,this country and that something must be 
done to stop the flow or the president would 
abandon his hostiiity to an exclusion. act. 

An examination of the monthly bulletins 
of the bureau of immigration and natural- 
ization indicates that there has been a 
steady decrease in the number of Japanese 
entering the United States. During last 
October, before the agreement was reached, 
032 more Japanese entered than did in Octo- 
ber, 1006. The agreenient entered into force 
in January, 1908. A drop of 4,304 occurred 
in the immigration for that month as com- 
pared to January, 1907. February showed 
a decrease of 2,157, March of 2,198. and April 
of 1,185. 

On the face of these. figures it may be 
asked, Why is any complaint, being made 
| by Japan?“ The bulletins of the bureau 
merely give the numder of emigrants 
“official:y " admitted. They do not take 
count of aliens who surreptitiously cross the 
Mexican and Canadian frontiers. 


Many Slip Past Agents. 

The bureau has recefved information show- 
ing that a large number of Japanese laborers 
have slipped past its agents. Under the regu- 
lations issued by Commissioner General Sar- 
gent, if a Japanese or Corean laborer is found 
in. coptinental territory of the United States 
| without having been duly admitted, he may 
be arrested with a view to his deportation. It 
is difficult to locate a Japanese or Corean 
without warrant to be in this country. Con- 
sequently the government must turn to Japan 
for redress and demand that it prevent the 


borers. _- 

The Japanese peaple have: shown that they 
would resent bitterly the policy of exclusion. 
A proud, sensitive race, it would be galling 
to be placed upon a par with the Chinese. 
Nor does the president wish to subject them 
to such humiliation. “His acts have shown 
that he wanted Japan itgelf to regulate the 


matter, but at the same time he was given a 


warning that unless such regulation be en- 
forced the United States would be compelled 
to pass an exclusion law. 

It looks as if there has been an evasion of 
the agreement, and it is expected that the

Physical Examinations for All. 

The order is simply an elaboration of the 
command that went forth from the White 
house a few months ago, after the fifteen 
mile test ride for all field officers had been 
successfully carried out, to put all hands 
through ninety miles of the same. 

Every field officer is to be given a physical 
examination each year, about the first of 
August, in the United States and about the 
first of December in the tropical possessions 
where the army is located. These examina- 
tions are to be immediately followed by the 


ninety mile rides and the fifty mile walks. f 


Within three days subsequent to the endur- 
ance tests, all officers are to be examined 
again, and largely on this examination will 
depend their standing as officers ready for 
service. 


Excused; Face-the Shelf. 

Field officers of the permanent staff orrps, 
not detailed from the line, engaged upon 
civil. work of a technical character, who 
have arrived at an age and rank which ren- 
der it highly improbable that they will 
ever be assigned to any duty requiring par- 
ticipation in active military operations in 
the field, may, upon their own application, 
be excused from the physical test but not 
from the physical examinatioh. 

Such a request, however, if granted, will 
be regarded by the executive authority asa 
conclusive reason for not se.ecting them for 
any future promotion in volunteer rank or 
for assignment or promotion to positions in- 
volving participation in operations of the 
line of the army.

BASED ON ARTICLES OF WAR. 


Had Authority to Discharge Negro 
Soldiers, Says Jurist. 


New York, May 15.—{Special.]—That the 
President had a right to dismiss the negro 
soldiers of the Twenty-fifth infantry in the 
Brownsville case under the articles of war, is 
the decision of Judge Hough of the United 
States Circuit court in the suit brought by 
Private Oscar Reid, one of the discharged 
men. 

Judge Hough holds that the authority of 
the commander in chief to discharge a sol- 
dier was recognized long before the adoption 
of the articles of war, and has been recog- 
nized and approved by congress since. 
Furthermore, the right to discharge, “‘ with- 
out honor,” he says, is discretionary with the 
executive and beyond the power of the judi- 
cial branch oi the government to coerce or 
review. 

Will Go to Highest Court. 

Reid's suit was brought for him by Mellen 
& Woodbridge, attorneys, acting, as they 
described it, for “ certain gentlemen in New 
England who wanted the president's action 
tested in the courts.” Mr. Mellen said today 
that an appeal would be taken at once from 
Judge Hough's decision to the United States 
Supreme court, as the purpose of the action 
was to get the president's action reviewed 
by the highest legal tribunal of the land. 

The action brought by Reid, under the 


Tucker act, which allows the government to 


be sued in certain cases, was to recover the 
pay and emoluments accruing from the date 
of his discharge to the end of his enlistment 
on the ground that his discharge by the presi 
dent's order was illegal. 

The government, through District Attor- 
ney Stimson, in a separate defense contended 
the order was not to punish Reid but was 
for the gaoad of the service and for the main- 
tenance of the morale of the army.“ To this 
defense the plaintiff’ demurred. This de- 
murrer Judge Hough overrules and directs a 
judgment in favor of the United States. 


Judge Hough’s Decision. 

„ Several matters discussed at bar must be 
laid aside as immaterial to the disposition 
of this cause, says Judge Hough in his de- 
cision, “‘ Whether Reid or his comrades or 
any of them were guilty of the riotous dis- 
turbance in question or whether Reid per- 
sonally committed any infraction of good 


order or military discipline, or whether he is. 


in fact a desirable soldier or knew or with- 


held anything tending toward discovery of | 


whether as far as Reid or others are co 
cerned the president’s action was unneceg- 
sarily severe, cruel, or unjust, are questions 
beyond this judicial investigation. 

“The articles of war, the decision says, 
“constitute only a statutory declaration con- 
cerning discharges from the military serv- 
ice.” It then quotes from article IV., which 
says no discharge shall be given to any 
enlisted man before the end of his term of 
service “‘except by order of the president, 
the secretary of war, the commanding officer 
of the department, or by sentence of a gen- 
eral court martial.” 

1am quite unable to perceive,” Judge 
Hough says, how the president's right to 
terminate a soldier’s engagement could be 
more explicitly recognized—indeed, con- 
ferred—if the recognition seems to imply 
some antecedent right.“ 


BROKERS SUE FIRST NATIONAL; 
RESULT OF AGENT’S DRAFTS. 


Bartlett, Frazier & Carrington Claim 
Bank Cashed Unauthorized Paper of 


the perpetrators of the Brownsville riot, 7 


Their Discharged Employe. 


‘Bartlett, Frasier & Carrington, stock and 
grain brokers, have brought suit for $25,000 
in the Municipal court against the First 
National bank, alleging the financial insti- 
tution cashed 185 drafts signed by R. L 
Walsh of Reddick, III., and drawn on the 
Chicago firm through the State Bank of 
Reddick, when the company’s indorsement 
was not authorised. 

The bank, through its attorney, Orville 
Peckham, asserted that for two years prior 
to the bringing. of the suit the banking firm 
had accepted drafts similar to the 185 signed 
by Mr. Walsh and had presented these to the 
stock and grain firm, and that they had been 
accepted up to Nov. 1, 1006; that on or 
before Nov. 8, 1906, the firm knew of the 
alleged wrongful indorsement of drafts by 
Walsh and that it was their duty to notify 
the bank, but they failed to do so until Dec. 
28, 1907. The case will come up for hearing 
on May 19. 

It is claimed that Walsh, who for a num- 
ber of years was a buyer of grains for the 
firm of Bartlett, Frazier & Carrington at 
Reddick and the surrounding country, was 
discharged prior to the issuing of the 135 
drafts, but continued to draw upon the Chi- 
cago brokers. No criminal charge was ever 
brought against Walsh.

“So Silly,” She Says. 

It ts sd silly that I hate to dignify it by 
answering it,” said Mra. Clinton Locke, for- 
mer head of the Beresford Cat club, who 
calls herself the friend of the cats.” Al 
this talk about cats sucking children's 
breath. and carrying disease is nonsense. 
The city is infested with rats that bite babies 
and carry disease, andthe cats that kill these 
rats are a blessing to the community. I have 
had cats in my home all my life and have 
handled hundreds of.them and I never knew 
a human deing to catch a disease from a cat. 
Cats are naturally healthy; they are not sus- 
ceptible to disease. 

“As to the cats killing birds, of course, 
they do when they can, for birds are their 
natural prey, but most of the birds they kill 
ought to be killed. They kill the sparrows 
that the state offers a bounty for. I love 
the birds, too, but I don't think that the cats 
catch many song birds. The birds are just as 
Smart as the cata. 

But, anyhow, even if some cate should be 
killed, it ts wicked to offer a bounty for them 
so that little boys will be induced to kill them 
brutally for a few pennies. ’ 

It is a slander to complain that cats ma 
a noise at night. There are a lot of cats in 
this neighborhood, but they never disturb 
anyone. They don't make & fraction of the 
noise that the sparrows do.” 


Mrs. Snow Emphatic. 

Mrs. Charles G. Snow, who is an officer of 
the Beresford Cat club and also of the Anti- 
Cruelty society, was equally emphatic. 

Why, the man doesn't know what he is 
talking about,“ she said. What he says is 
all bosh. There is nothing in it.“ 

Mrs. Emily B. Keen, who has charge of 
the hospital and refuge for stray cats and 
dogs at 170 Forty-third street, was indignant. 

It is a matter for action, not for speech,” 
she said. I have reported it to the humane 
society and I hope some action can be taken. 
There may be some objectionable cats, but 
that offer doubtless will result in the killing 
of many pet cate of great value which are 
absolutely harmiese. Cats should be licensed 
and protected as are’ dogs, and stray cats 
should be taken care of and placed in homes, 
or, If necessary, painlessly destroyed. That 
offer places a premium on the stoning of 
cats and will result in the maiming and 


mutilation of many of them,” 


: Sentiment Divided, 

Both: the Anti-Cruelty society and the 
Humane society received complaints about 
the matter during the day, but the officers 
were norncommittal. The situation was well 
described by George A. H. Scott, secretary of 
the Humane society. 

“I can’t say anything about this,“ he 
said. ‘‘ You see, there are a lot of people 
in this organization who are deeply inter- 
ested in cats—cat fancierse—who love cats 


His remarks were characterised 


‘and really think more of them than they do 


of children. On the other hand, we have 
members who are more interested in the 
Audubon work and who think that the cats 
should be exterminated because they kill 
the birds. All of these people are interested 
in the Humane society work, so, you see, I 
can’t express an opinion on the subject. 

„Ot course if we learn of any cases of 
cats being brutally killed we wilt prosecute, 
but I do not know of any way that we can 
prevent the wholesale slaughter of cats if 
it is not cruelly done. I do not think that 
Mr. Sayre’s action is proper. If the cat is 
obnoxious the state should take action, not a 
private individual. I do not belleve that any 
man has the right to start a crusade for the 
extermination of any domestic animal.”

Defeat of Unholz Shows Cham- 
pion Still Has Knockout Blow. 


BOER’S GAMENESS ADMITTED 


Ring Generalship and Hitting of Negro 
Are Perfect. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 15.—[{Special.]—: 
All the sports today are discussing the great 
fight last night, in which Gans showed he still 
retains his famous knockout right punch and 
Boer Unholz demonstrated he is a Food bet 
against Nelson, Memsic, or any other light- 
weight except the champion, and, perhaps, 
Packey McFarland, a 

The big crowd that thronged the Coliseum 
last night went there mainly to see whether 
the champion had gone back. Gans had 
scarcely a fair chance in hig last fight here 
with Britt to show what he could do, because 
of Britt's weakening when he saw 
the fight was going against him. 
Britt's plea of a broken ulna saved him 
from a knockout like he received a few months later 
from McFarland. 80 the local fans had no line 
on Gans and reports of his recent battles in 
Los Angeles hinted the champion had lost his steam. 
Most of the betting was even money on whether 
Unholz would last twenty rounds. 

Gans’ fight last night was a perfect exhibition 
of ring generaiship apd hitting powers. Unholz is 
stronger than Walcott in his dest days, and he 
adopts the favorite rushing tactics of the Barba- 
does Terror, coming in like a bull with a tearing 
left punch to the body. One of these left club 
blows, if unblocked, would take the ginger out of 
any man as the Boer can deliver a blow as stiff 
as an ordinary heavyweight.

Vast Body of Dramatic Work Pre- 
sented as a Connected 
ment, with Each Writer in His 
Place in the Movement.

It covers the vast field of 
Wnglish dramatic literature from 1558 to 
1642, a field which produced an output of 
probably from 1.800 to 1000 plays at the 
least these eighty-five years produced 1,200 
tities of English plays, all save a few of 
which were staged, and more than half of 
which were so approved by their time that 
they were acted again and again, priated, 
sometimes in many editions, and rejuvenat- 
ed, sometimes in repeated revivals.” Of 
this astonishing dramatic output 900 plays 
eurvive for the study of the industrious 
etudent, “English and Latin masques, en-

MARION CRAWFORD is known as | 
one of our greatest story and 
he has cultivated a style which, ae 
® distinct as the character of the sub- 
jects which appeal to him as ma- 
terial>-separates him from those who have 
learned to write since he put forth his most 
widely known novel. So it is that it would 
be possible to recognize “THE PRIMA 
DONNA” (Macmillan) as his even were the 
title page destitute of author's name; and 
that, too, though Mr. Crawford has for- 
saken the realms of southern Europe for 
New York and London. As in most of this 
author's stories the chief interest rests in 
the characters, what they do, and what be- 
falls tiem, or, in other words, how they lead 
their lives in accordance with the accepted 
rules of the conventional séciety of their 
class. 

The heroine—the young prime donna, 
whose lyric soprano voice delights the crowd- 
ed houses to which she sings—is as charming 
as any person we should care to meet in real 
life, whom we admire before the footlights. 
Of course she is besought hy many suitors, 
the most ardent being an Englishman, and, 
much more picturesque, a wealthy young 
Greek. An American of wealth and unpleas- 
ing personality affords the material out of 
which a good imagination can make an able 
bodied villain. His role, however, is usurped 
by a puny degenerate, and when the roll is 
called in the last chapter he appears in much 
better light, and suspicion and dislike had 
alike been without foundation other than 
circumstantial evidence. The several mem- 
bers of the opera troupe, characteristically 
drawn but not caricatured, give the story a 
touch of piquant humor. 

Though perhaps we are not acquainted 
with the kind of people about whom the au- 
thor writes, the deep humanness that sur- 
rounds them gives us a feeling of consan- 
guinity. To this power to humanize his char- 
acters is due a large’part of Mr. Crawford's 
continued popularity, In indfvidual books, 
at any rate, it gives a subtle something that 
always makes the book worth returning to 
after the first reading, when more temporary 
stories have begun to be forgotten.

EIGHT ACRES OF FLOORS. 


Site Leased Is at Northwest Cor- 
ner of Monroe and Frank- 
lin Streets. 


Wart. Schaffner & Marx, clothing manu- 
facturers, closed a long term lease yesterday 


with Frederick Ayer of Boston, Mass., for. 


his property at the northwest corner of Mon- 
roe and Franklin streets, and on Jan. 1 next 
he will construct for their occupancy a 
twelve story fireproof building to cost $1.000,- 
000. The cost of the land is estimated at 
$500,000. It is said this will be one of the 
largest and most perfect buildings devoted to 
the manufacture of clothing in the world. 
The lands fronts 140 feet on Monroe street 
and 190 on Franklin. The building, for which 
plans have been prepared by Architects 
Holabird and Roche, will cover the entire 
area. The exterior will be constructed of 
dark red pressed brick, and the principal en- 
trance will be on the corner. The interior 
construction will be of steel and hollow tile. 
The stories will be higher than that ofany 
other building in the wholesale or retail dis- 


| - €rict, the first floor being fifteen feet high 


ard the other floors averaging thirtéen and 
one-half in the clear. 


Equipment Thoroughly Modern. 

The first Moor will contein the general 
offices and shipping rooms; the second, third, 
and fourth floors the stockrooms, and the 
fifth will be devoted to a general salesroom, 
and above that the stories will be devoted 
to general manufacturing purposes. Three 

of thé upper floors will be used solely by the 
‘gutter of clothing. 

The building will be equipped with the most 

modern machinery for facilitating communi- 
cation between the different departments, in- 
cluding three passenger and two freight ele- 
vators. and two spiral chutes nine feet in 
diameter running from the top of the build- 
ing to the basement, one of which will be a 
double chute for the purpose of carrying ex- 
press packages. Pneumatic tubes will carry 
orders and memoranda from one depart- 
ment to another. 
Phe top floor will be devoted to the sewing 
room and will be lighted with a saw tooth 
roof skylight. In addition to being fire- 
proof the building will be equipped with 
sprinklers and additional beyond the usual 
automatic fire alarms will be instaNed.
